Washington. June 1-1. — (AP) — 


In the final hours before the start 
of the invasion of France, General 
Charles DC Gaulle is reported here 
to have suddenly cancelled the or- 
ders of several hundred French of- 
ficers scheduled to land with the 
first waves of allied troops. 


Reports from General Dwight D. 


Eisenhower's headquarters to thc 
highest military officials here dis- 
closed today that as a result, co- 
operation between _thc French pop- 
ulation and allied armies has been 
impaired in the occupied Xorman- 
dy area. 


This is true, according to offi- 


cials who are investigating the sit- 
uation now, even though De Gaulle 
finally relented to the extent to 
allowing twenty Fiench officers to 
go along with the forces assigned 
to invade their homeland. 


DC Gaulle's action with respect 


to the officers— and officials here 
say it was because he was trying 
to force recognition, of the French 
Xational Committee as a govern- 
ment — is said to be probably thc 
most important new factor enter- 
ing into the background of a pro- 
posed meeting between President 
Roosevelt and thc leader of thc 
French Xational Committee here 
cither late this month or early in 
July. The attitude of the French 
chief and. as a result, of thc offi- 
cers at his command, also is given 
as thc reason why Roosevelt dealt 
at length in his press conference 
yestciday on arrangements which 
had been made for French -invasion 
currency. 


Decision Slrengtliris^d 


The actions of De Gaulle were 


understood to have strengthened 
thc White House and state depart- 
ment decision against recognizing 
the liberation c o m m i 1 1 ce 
as 


France's provisional government. 


It was to obtain such recogn:- 


tion that DC Gaulle sent word he 
would like to see thc president. 


However, it can now be reported 


Roosevelt acic^d to receive him 
primai ily because he hopes that he 
may persuade th" French leafier 
to work more rl'isciy with the al- 
lied high command for victory in 
Europe.

Hartzel's <Tbnviction under the 1917 
espionage act on the ground the 
prosecution did not offer sufficient 
p;-oof of his "wilful intent" to un- 
dermine the morale of the armed 
forces.

an act of June 28. 1010. designed 
to safeguard the armed forces 
from subversive propaganda.

A congressional committee's in- 
quiry into delayed <Ieicn.se prerara- 
tions at Peail Harbor pioduced a 
report today highlighted by de- 
scription* o: yachting parties given 
for the Aimy colonel in charge of 
construction m Hawaii by a Ger- 
man-born contractor who held war 
department contracts for the work. 


The report, by the house military 


committee, called on the Army for 
"fiuthcr explanation" of what It 
termed "mismanagement" on the 
part of Col. Thcodoic Wyman. Jr.. 
and why the contracts had been 
awarded to Hans Wilhclm Rohl. 
then a German alien although lie 
had been a lesident of the United 
States since 1913. 
lie was natur- 


alized, the committee said, only 
three months before the snoak Jap- 
anese attack on Pearl Harbor. 


Asserting there were unexplain- 


ed delays in construction, particu- 
larly in building an aircraft warn- 
ing system, the report said that 
had the system been completed on 
schedule the attack on the Pacific 
bastion might have been robbed of 
much of its surprise. 


The committee, saying- It could 


not understand "why a man known 
to be a German alien" was put In 
'charge of the work, devoted a por- 
tion of its report to Rohl's personal 
background, noting- that he "brag- 
ged of close acquaintance with all 
visiting- German diplomats 
and 


persons of high rank."

Wyman and Rohl met in Los An- 


geles in 1035, .the committee said, 
and ^"developed- very- clo:<o..social 
relations" which led. the report 
added, to parties aboard Rohl's 
yacht, the "Ramona."

New Flood in Iowa 


Hits Crop Outlook 


Washington, June 31.—(AP)— 


Government crop officials .said to- 
day 
several 
hundred 
thousand 


acres of rich river bottom land in 
Io\ya probably has been lost to 
crop production this year as a re- 
sult of a new flood that inundated 
sections of that state the past 
week-end. 


This is thc second time this 


spring that some of thc land has 
been flooded. 
Officials said that 


by thc lime much of thc land has 
dried out, it will be too late to 
plant corn and other crops for 
which it had been intended. 


Officials .said that farmers arc 


making- remarkable progress in 
bringing- back into production sev- 
eral hundred thousand acres of 
low lands in Missouri, Illinois. Xc- 
braska and Kansas 
which were 


flooded late in May. 
Reports in- 


dicate many farmers arc working 
late at night with tractors and 
planters equipped with improvised 
headlights. 


Despite thc possible loss of some 


midwcstern farm land because of 
flooded conditions, crop specialists 
of both thc agriculture department 
and the weather bureau say thc 
beneficial effects of the abundant 
spring rainfall or tinflooflcd lands 
will more than offset adverse cf 
fccts of thc floods. 


For the nation as a whole, crop 


pro.spccts aic considered by the 
agriculture department to be b^t- 
tcr now than at this timr in any 
of thc last 10 years except 15'52.

tion within the fascist regime :n 
Italy, it i« now becoming apparent, 
was even greater than the most 
•afoul mill-fascists have averred. 


This corruption undoubtedly was 


the prime cause of the poor show- 
ng which Italy made in the war. 
ind it increased as the war pro- 
gressed. 
The full story is now 


jeginning to come out. for many 
ex-fascists are. only too ready to 
tell all about a and implicate a 
few old friends who 
did them 


wrong. 


Italy apparently went to war 


with a badly di.sorganzed and ill- 
oqulppcd army. Jt did not have 
the "eight.million bayonets" about 
which 
Benito Mussolini boasted, 


and 'much of its equipment was 
defective due to graft all along 
the line. 


According to one ex-fascist, the 


fascist setup was ao corrupt that 
even Mussolini himself was a vic- 
tim. 
On one occasion when the 


former duce was making a tour 
of military airfields, this Informant 
asserted, planes were rushed from 
one field to another and new num- 
bers wore quickly, painted on them 
to'give Mussolini the impression 
he was seeing a lot of different 
aircraft when in reality he was 
seeing the same ones over and 
over again. 


Conscription \V:is Rotten 


Even conscription was said to 


have been rotten. 
Although all 


able-bodied men of military iigc 
were supposed to have been in the 
armed forces, one could have him- 
self recorded on the records as 
"deceased" for a bribe of about 
20,000 lire (about 51,000) and thus 
escape the draft. 


After 
Mussolini's government 


collapsed and the Germans and 
the puppet "fascist republic" took 
over, affairs got still worse. The 
Italians knew the so-called re- 
public had no future, and it at- 
tracted only men who had to join 


up to wave their own skins or 
crooks who saw a chance for a 
quick cleanup, letting the future 
take care of Itself. 


Jn Rome the black market be- 


came so extensive '.hat it over- 
shadowed all legitimate sources. 
Outside of bread, no food could 
bo purchased with ration cards 
because it all went into the black 
market, where it was sold openly 
at astronomical prices.

bv most of us, popped up in the 
news again the other day. Us "Im- 
perial Wizard" announced that the

It was surprising to learn Uiat 


the Klan still existed. It is even 
more surprising to look back now. 
->0 years after its heyday, and sur- 
vey the Klan's brief but alarming 
course in the light of subsequent 
events. 


Probably 
Adolf 
Hitler 
never 


heard of the Ku Klux Klan. but 
the Klan and Hitler's nazi party 
were blood relations. 
Their ulti- 


mate aims were different but their 
fundamental philosophy was the 
same. And the Klan had it first. 
When Hitler was an Insignificant 
beer-hall politician fresh out of 
prison, the Klan had a strangle 
hold on half a dozczn state gov- 
ernments, more than 5,000.0009 
members. 


The'Klan's symptoms were dis- 


tressing enough 20 years ago, but 
they appear today as a narrow 
escape. Take a comparative look. 


• The Klan. like the nazi party. 
was built on a theory of racial su- 
premacy. 
It 
was anti-Semitic, 


anti-negro, anti-foreigner. 
anti- 


Catholic. 
Like the nazi party, it 


was so ridiculous as to be laughed 
at by thinking people at first. 


But its uniforms and drilling, its 


secrecy, its mumbo-jumbo of wiz- 
ards, dragons, klcaglcs and Ulan- 
vocations brought a feeling of im- 
portance to a certain type of mind. 
Its propaganda line absolved mem- 
bers of the necessity of thinking 
and of a sense of individual re- 
sponsibility.'Its anti-minority phil- 
osophy offered an attractive as- 
sortment of scapegoats on whicl 
to blame all failure and futility.. 


. The Klan had ,no fanatical hyp 
notlst like Hitler for a nationa 
leader. 
It - had no propagandist 


like 'Gocbbels. It didn't even have 
a "burning cause." America was 
not defeated and confused, like 
Germany,'but was enjoying inflat- 
ed prosperity. 


What the Klan might have done 


5n a less complacent period is not 
pleasant to contemplate. 
As it 


was, it di^ pretty well according 
to nazi standards. There were 
plenty of instances of intimidation 
and brutality before the invisible 
empire crumbled, largely because 
the corruption of its leaders final- 
ly exceeded their ability to conceal 
it. 


The point of ail this Is that 


Klanism, 
Fcscism 
and 
Nazism 


were pastwar maladies. We can 
scarcely hope that the c'nd of the 
present fighting wil find their vir- 
tues destroyed.
